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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR LI 14. Applicant's submission filed on 02/08/07 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

1 . Claims 32-36 and 40-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kirk 
(USPN 6,419,742). 

Kirk discloses a semiconductor surface (silicon) comprising an atomic layer of arsenic 
(valence mending atoms) formed thereon, wherein the arsenic layer serves to passivate the 
silicon substrate (col. 5, lines 3-15, for instance). Kirk teaches that a single monolayer of arsenic 
may be employed to passivate a Si(l 11) surface. Id. The article of Kirk prevents reaction of the 
substrate with a metal, for instance sulfur, which meets the limitations of claim 33. Regarding 
claim 34, the semiconductor surface of Kirk may be Si. With respect to claim 35, as well as 
claims dependent thereon, the reactant employed and conditions used to carry out passivation are 
not germane to patentability of the presently claimed article, since the claims merely require a 
metal passivation layer as taught by Kirk. 
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Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 02/08/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive with respect to the art rejection over Kirk. The double patenting rejection has been 
withdrawn, since claims 28-31 of copending application no. 10/822345 have been cancelled. 

3. With respect to the art rejections, applicant first asserts that arsenic does not form a layer 
without dangling bonds; asserting that this is known in the art. Applicant's argument, however, 
relies merely on attorney argument and such unsupported assertions are not persuasive. 

4. Additionally, applicant argues that Kirk teaches that more than one atomic layer is 
needed for passivation and a reaction occurs between sulfur and the arsenic layer. Applicant is 
apparently selectively reading Kirk to support this position. The reference, however, must be 
viewed in its entirety. While Kirk teaches that additional layers may be necessary for the Si(100) 
surface, Kirk clearly states that n [w]ith the Si(l 1 l)surface, it has been found that a single layer of 
arsenic can completely prevent the reaction of sulfur with silicon" (Kirk at col. 5, lines 3-5). 

5. In light of the above, applicant's arguments have been considered but are not found to be 
persuasive. 

Conclusion 

6. All claims are drawn to the same invention claimed in the application prior to the entry of 
the submission under 37 CFR 1.114 and could have been finally rejected on the grounds and art 
of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the application prior to entry under 
37 CFR 1.114. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL even though it is a first action 
after the filing of a request for continued examination and the submission under 37 CFR 1.114.
